With
ench step Kielson was widening (he RAp
thiut meant fame to Great Lakes apd
defert to the emibiryo oflloers
Midehipman Baunders, n substitule on
the rsldelines, saw 1t all through eyes
dimmed by the great thumplng that wae
golng on In his' ehert. Through his
numbed mind only the ploadings of the
Annapolis rooters penetrated.  “Packle
him! Tackle him! Tackle him!” It
sounded lke a command,  Midshipman
Hpunders, a human belng, perhaps more
oxeited *hean the average, merely obeyed
that Impulse. He tackled him.

Right out on the gridiron he rushed
nnd he dropped the Aying Blelson with »
tackle that would have done credit to
Jim Thorpe.  Thres or four Great Lakes
players, forming the rear guard of pro-
tection for thelr victory hero, poureed
upon the Illegal substitute and started to
rough him.
